A PROCLAMATION. 

(Jeo.  a.  Walkem,  'YJ^HERE.\S  the  meeting  of  the 
Atle>rney-General.  j VV  Legislature  or  Parliament 
of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  stands  called  for 
Wednesday,  the  Ninth  day  of  September  next,  at 
which  time  at  Our  City  of  Victoria,  you  3vere  held  and 
constrained  to  appear. 

NOW  KNOW  VE  that  for  divers  causes  and  con- 
siderations, and  taking  into  consideration  the  ease 
and  convenience  of  Our  loving  subjects.  We  liave 
thought  fit,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our  Executive 
Council  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  to 
relieve  you,  and  each  of  you,  of  your  attendance  at 
tlic  time  aforesaid  j hereby  convoking,  and  by  these 
presents  enjoining  you,  and  each  of  you,  that  on 
Thursday,  the  Twelfth  da}'  of  the  Month  of  November, 
you  meet  Us  in  Our  said  Legislature  or  Parliament,  of 
i)ur  said  Province,  at  Our  City  of  Victoria,  and 
therein  to  do  as  may  seem  necessary.  Herein  fail  not. 

In  Testimony  Whereof,  We  have  caused  these 
Our  Letters  to  be  made  Patent,  and  the 


Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada, 
enacts  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  twelfth  section  of  the  Act  thirty-first 
Victoria,  chapter  forty-two,  intituled  “An  Act  pro- 
viding for  the  Department  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
of  Canada,  and  for  the  management  of  Indian  and 
Ordnance  Lands,”  and  the  third  section  of  the  Act 
thirty-second  and  thirty-third  Victoria,  chapter  six, 
intituled  “ An  Act  for  the  gradual  enfranchisement 
of  Indians,  the  better  management  of  Indian  affairs, 
and  to  extend  the  provisions  of  the  Act  thirty-first 
Victoria,  chajiter  forty-two,”  arc  hereby  repealed, 
and  the  following  shall  he  read  in  lieu  of  the  last 
mentioned  section  : — 

“3.  1.  Whoever  sells,  e.xchangcs  ivith,  barters, 

supplies,  or  gives  to  any  Indian  man,  woman,  or 
child  in  Canada,  any  kind  of  intoxicating  liquor,  or 
causes  or  procures  the  same  to  lie  done,  or  connives 
or  attempts  thereat,  or  opens  or  keeps,  or  causes  to 
be  opened  or  kept  on  any  land  set  apart  or  reserved 
for  Indians,  a tavern,  house,  or  building  where  in- 
toxicating liquor  is  sold,  bartered,  exchanged,  or 
given,  or  is  found  in  possession  of  intoxicating  liquor 
in  the  house,  tent,  3vig3vam,  or  place  of  abode  of  any 
Indian,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof  before  any  Justice 
of  the  Peace  upon  the  evidence  of  one  credible  witness 
other  than  the  informer  or  prosecutor,  be  liable  to 
imprisonment  for  a period  not  exceeding  two  years, 
and  be  fined  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  one 
moiety  to  go  to  the  informer  or  prosecutor,  and  the 
other  moiety  to  Her  Majesty,  to  form  part  of  the  fund 
for  the  benefit  of  that  tribe  or  body  of  Indians  with 
respect  to  one  or  more  members  of  which  the  offence 
was  committed;  and  the  commander  or  person' in 
charge  of  any  steamer  or  other  vessel,  or  boat,  from 
or  on  board  of  which  any  intoxicating  liquor  shall

luive  bci-ii  sold,  barterL'd,  c.xcbangtd,  suiiplicd,  or 
given  to  any  Indiaii  m in,  woman,  or  child,  shall  be 
liable,  on  conviction  thereol'before  any  .Justice  of  the- 
Pc.acc,  upon  the  evidence  of  one  credible  witness 
other  than  the  informer  or  prosecutor,  to  be  fined  not 
exceeding  live  hundred  dollars  for  each  such  offence, 
the  moieties  thereof  to  be  aiiplicable  as  hereinlicfore 
mentioned;  and  in  delault  of  immediate  payment  of 
such  fine,  any  person  so  fined  may  be  committed  to 
any  eomniod  gaol,  house  of  correction,  lock-up,  or 
other  place  of  confinement  by  the  .Justice  of  tlie  Peace 
before  whom  the  conviction  shall  take  place,  for  a 
period  of  not  more  than  twelve  months,  or  until  .such 
fine  shall  be  jiaid;  and  in  all  cases  arising  under  this 
section,  Indians  shall  be  competent  witnesses:  but 
no  penalty  shall  be  incurred  in  case  of  sickness  where 
any  intoxicating  liquor  is  made  use  of  under  the 
sanction  of  any  medical  man  or  under  the  directions 
of  a minister  of  religion.” 

“ 2.  The  keg,  barrel,  case,  box,  jiackage,  or  re- 
ceptacle wliencc  intoxicating  liquor  has  been  sold, 
exchanged,  bartered,  supplied,  or  given,  and  as  well 
that  in  which  the  original  su])pl}'  was  contained  as 
the  vessel  wherein  any  portion  of  such  original  supply 
was  suiiplicd  as  aforesaid,  and  the  balance  of  the 
contents  thereof,  if  such  liarrel,  keg,  case,  box, 
package,  receptacle,  or  vessel  aforesaid  respectively, 
can  be  identified,  and  any  intoxicating  liquor  imported 
or  manufactured  or  brought  into  and  upon  any  land 
set  apart  or  reserved  for  Indians,  or  into  the  house, 
tent,  wigwam,  or  place  of  abode  of  any  Indian,  may 
be  seized  by  any  constable  wheresoever  found  on 
such  land;  and  on  complaint  before  any  Judge, 
Stipendiary  Magistrate,  or  Justice  of  the  Peace,  he 
may  on  the  evidence  of  any  credible  witness,  that 
this  Act  has  been  contravened  in  respect  thereof, 
declare  the  same  forfeited,  and  cause  the  same  to  be 
forthwith  destroyed;  and  the  person  in  whose  posses- 
sion they  were  found  may  be  condemned  to  pay  a 
penalty  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  nor  less 
than  fifty  dollars,  and  the  costs  of  prosecution ; and 
one-half  of  such  penalty  shall  beldng  to  the  prose- 
cutor, and  the  other  half  to  Her  Majesty  for  the  pur- 
poses hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  in  default  of 
immediate  payment  the  offender  maybe  committed  to 
any  common  gaol,  house  of  correction,  lock-up,  or 
other  place  of  confinement  for  any  time  not  exceeding 
six  mouths,  unless  such  fine  and  costs  are  sooner 
paid.” 

“3.  When  it  shall  be  proved  before  any  Judge, 
Stipendiary  Magistrate  or  Justice  of  the  Peace 
that  any  vessel,  boat,  canoe,  or  conveyance  of  any 
description  upon  the  sea  or  sea-coast,  or  upon  any 
river,  lake,  or  stream  in  Canada,  is  employed  in 
carrying  intoxicating  liquor,  to  be  supplied  to  any 
Indian  or  Indians,  such  vessel,  boat,  canoe,  or  con- 
veyance so  employed  may  be  seized  and  declared 
forfeited  as  in  the  last  subsection  mentioned,  and 
sold,  and  the  proceeds  thereof  paid  to  Her  Majesty  for 
the  purposes  hereinbefore  mentioned.” 

“ 4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  constable,  without 
process  of  law,  to  arrest  any  Indian  whom  he  may 
find  in  a state  of  intoxication,  and  to  convey  him  to 
any  common  gaol,  house  of  correction,  lock-up  or 
other  place  of  confinement,  there  to  be  kept  until  he 
shall- have  become  sober;  and  such  Indian  shall,  when 
sober,  be  brought  before  any  Judge,  Stipendiary 
Magistrate,  or  Justice  of  the  Peace,  and  if  con- 
victed of  being  so  found  in  a state  of  intoxica- 
tion, shall  be  liable  to  imprisonment  in  any  common 
gaol,  house  of  correction,  lock-up  or  other  place  of 
confinement,  for  any  period  not  exceeding  one  month. 
And  if  any  Indian  having  been  so  convicted  as  afore- 
said, shall  refuse,  upon  examination,  to  state  or  give 
information  of  the  person,  place,  and  time,  from 
whom,  where  and  when,  he  procured  intoxicating 
liquor,  and  if  from  any  other  Indian,  then,  if  within 
his  knowledge,  from  whom,  wliere  and  when,  such 
intoxicating  liquor  was  originally  procured  or  receiv- 
ed, he  shall  be  liable  to  imprisoment  as  aforesaid  for 
a further  period  not  exceeding  fourteen  days.” 

“5.  The  words  ‘ intoxicating  liquor  ’ shall  mean 
and  include  all  spirits,  strong  waters,  spirituous 
liquors,  wines,  or  fermented  or  compounded  liquors 
or  intoxicating  drink  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  and 
intoxicating  liquor  or  fluid;  as  also  opium  and  an}' 
preparation  thereof,  whether  liquid  or  solid;  and  anj 
other  intoxicating  drug  or  substance,  and  tobacco  or 
tea  mixed  or  compounded  or  impregnated  with  opium 
or  with  other  intoxicating  drug  or  substance,  and 
whether  the  same,  or  any  of  them,  bo  liquid  or  solid.” 


“ 0.  No  prosecution,  conviction  or  commitment 
under  this  Act  shall  be  invalid  on  account  of  want  of 
form  so  long  as  the  same  is  accordiug  to  the  true 
meaning  of  this  Act.” 

2.  The  following  shall  be  taken  and  read  ns  part 
of  the  fourteenth  section  of  the  thirty-first  Victoria, 
chajiter  forty-two,  that  is  to  say: — 

” Nor  shall  the  same  be  sold,  bartered,  exchanged 
or  given  liy  any  tribe,  band  or  body  of  Indians  or  any 
Indian  of  any  such  tribe,  band  or  body  to  any  persou 
or  persons  other  than  a tribe,  band  or  body  of  Indians 
or  any  Indian  of  any  tribe;  and  any  such  sale,  barter, 
exchange  or  gift,  shall  be  absolutely  null  or  void, 
unless  any  such  sale,  barter,  exchange  or  gift  be  made 
with  the  written  assent  of  the  Indian  ageiit;  and  any 
person  who  may  l)uy  or  otherwise  acquire  any  pre- 
sents or  property  purchased  as  aforesaid  without  the 
written  consent  of  the  Indian  agent  as  aforesaid  shall 
be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  and  be  punishable  by  fine 
not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprison- 
ment not  exceeding  six  months  in  any  place  of  con- 
finement other  than  a Penitentiary.” 

3.  I'pon  any  inquest,  or  upon  any  enquiry  into  any 
matter  involving  a criminal  charge,  or  upon  the  trial 
of  any  crime  or  offence  whatsoever,  or  by  whomso- 
ever committed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Court, 
Judge,  Stipendiary  Magistrate,  Coroner  or  Justice  of 
the  Peace  to  receive  the  evidence  of  any  Indian  or 
aboriginal  native  or  native  of  mi.xed  blood,  who  is 
destitute  of  the  knowledge  of  God,  and  of  any  fixed 
and  clear  belief  in  religion  or  in  a future  state  of 
rewards  and  punishments,  without  administering  the 
usual  form  of  oath  to  any  such  Indian,  aboriginal 
native  or  native  of  mixed  blood  a^  aforesaid,  upon  his 
solemn  affirmation  or  declaration  to  tell  the  truth  the 
whole  truth  and  nothing  but  the  truth,  or  in  such  form 
as  may  be  approved  by  such  Court,  Judge,  Stipen- 
diary Magistrate,  Coroner  or  Justice  of  the  Peace  as 
most  binding  in  his  conscience. 

4.  Provided  that  in  the  case  of  any  inquest,  or 
upon  any  enquir}"  into  any  matter  involving  a 
criminal  charge,  or  upon  the  trial  of  any  crime  or 
offence  whatsoever,  the  substance  of  the  evidence 
or  information  of  any  such  Indian  aboriginal 
native  or  native  of  mixed  blood  as  aforesaid, 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  and  signed  by 
a mark  of  the  person  giving  the  same,  and  verified  by 
the  signature  or  mark  of  the  person  acting  as  interpre- 
ter (if  any),  and  of  the  Judge,,Stipendiary  Magistrate, 
Coroner  or  Justice  of  the  Peace  or  person  before 
whom  such  information  shall  have  been  given. 

5.  The  Court,  Judge,  Stipendiary  Magistrate  or 
Justice  of  the  Peace  shall,  before  taking  any  such  evi- 
dence, information  or  examination,  caution  every 
such  Indian,  aboriginal  native  or  native  of  mixed 
blood  as  aforesaid,  that  he  will  be  liable  to  incur 
punishment  if  he  do  not  so  as  aforesaid  tell  the  truth. 

6.  The  written  declaration  or  examination  made, 
taken  and  verified  in  manner  aforesaid,  of  any  such 
Indian,  aboriginal  native  or  native  of  mixed  blood  as 
aforesaid,  may  be  lawfully  i-ead  and  received  as  evi- 
dence upon  the  trial  of  any  criminal  suit  or  proceed- 
ings when  under  the  like  circumstances  the  written 
affidavit,  examination,  deposition  or  confession  of  any 
persou  might  be  lawfully  read  and  received  as  evi- 
dence. 

7 Every  solemn  affirmation  or  declaration  in  what- 
ever form  made  or  taken  by  any  person  as  aforesaid 
shall  be  of  tlie  same  force  and  effect,  as  if  such 
person  had  taken  an  oath  in  the  usual  form,  and  shall 
in  like  manner  incur  the  penalty  of  perjury  in  case  of 
falsehood, 

8.  An  Indian  is  hereby  defined  to  be  a person 
within  the  definition  contained  in  the  fifteenth  section 
of  the  thirty-first  Victoria,  chapter  forty-two,  a.s 
amended  by  the  sixth  section  of  the  thirty-second  and 
thirty-third  Victoria,  chapter  six,  and  who  shall 
participate  in  the  annuities  and  interest  moneys  and 
rents  of  any  tribe,  band  or  body  of  Indians. 

9.  Upon,  from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  Act, 
the  Acts  and  portions  of  Acts  hereinafter  mentioned 
of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  shall  be  and  are  hereby 
extended  to  and  shall  be  in  force  in  the  Pi’ovinces  of 
Manitoba  and  British  Columbia;  and  all  enactments 
and  laws  heretofore  in  force  in  the  said  Province,  in- 
consistent with  the  said  Acts,  or  making  any  provi- 
sion in  any  matter  provided  for  by  the  said  Acts, 
other  than  such  as  is  made  by  the  said  Acts,  shall 
be  repealed  on  and  after  the  passing  of  the  same. 
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10.  Tho  Acts  iind  portions  of  Acts  licreiiibefoic 
inciUioued  and  hereby  e.xtended  to  and  to  l)c  in  lorcc 
in  tlie  Provinces  of  Manitoba  and  Britisli  Uolnmbia, 
are  as  follows: — 

1.  Sections  si.v  to  twenty-five  both  inclusive, 
sections  twenty-eight,  twenty-nine,  thirty,  thirty- 
seven,  thirty-eight,  thirty-nine  and  forty-two,  of  the. 
Act  ])assed  in  the  thirty-first  year  of  Her  Majesty's 
reign,  and  intituled:  “ An  Act  providing  for  tiie  or- 
ganization of  the  nepartinent  of  the  Secrctaiy  of 
State  of  Canada,  and  for  the  management  of  Indian 
and  Ordnance  Lands.” 

2.  Sections  one  to  twcnt3"-one,  both  inclusive,  and 
section  twenty  four  of  the  Act  passed  in  the  thirty- 
second  and  thirty-third  years  of  Her  .Majesty's  reign, 
intituled:  “An  Act  for  tho  gradual  enfranchisement 
of  Indians,  the  better  management  of  Indian  affairs, 
and  to  c.xtend  the  provisions  of  the  Act  thirty-first 
Victoria,  chapter  forty-two.” 

3.  Sections  one,  three,  si.\,  seven,  eight,  nine  and 
sixteen,  of  the  .Vet  passed  in  the  the  thirty-si.\th  year 
of  Her  -Majesty’s  reign,  and  intituled:  ” An  Act  to 
provide  for  the  establishment  of  the  Department  of 
the  Interior.” 

11.  The  G overnor  in  Council  may,  by  proclaniation 
from  time  to  time,  exempt  from  the  operation  of  the 
Act  passed  in  the  thirty-first  year  ot  Her  Majesty’s 
reign,  and  intituled:  ‘‘An  Act  providing  for  the 
organization  of  the  Department  of  the  Secretarj’’  of 
State  of  Canada,  and  fpr  the  management  of  Indian 
and  Ordnance  Lands,”  or  from  an  Act  passed  in  the 
thirty-second  and  thirty-third  years  of  Her  .Majesty’s 
reign,  intituled  ‘‘An  Act  for  the  gradual  enfranchise- 
ment of  Indians,  the  better  management  of  Indian 
affairs,  and  to  extend  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
thirty-first  Metoria,  chapter  forty-two,”  or  from  the 
operation  of  the  -\ct  passed  in  the  thirty-first  year  of 
Her  .Majesty’s  reign,  and  intituled:  ‘‘An  Act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  establishment  of  the  Department  of  the 
Interior,”  or  from  the  operation  of  this  Act,  or  from 
the  operation  of  anj'onc  or  more  of  the  clauses  of  aiy 
one  or  more  of  the  said  Acts,  the  Indians  or  any  of 
them,  or  any  tribe  of  them  or  the  Indian  lands  or  any 
])ortions  of  them  in  the  Province  of  Manitoba,  or  in 
the  Province  of  British  Columbia,  or  in  either  of  them, 
and  may  again,  by  proclamation  from  time  to  time, 
remove  such  exemption. 

12.  The  Governor  in  Council  may,  by  proclamation 
from  time  to  time  direct  the  appUcation  of  the  Act 
passed  in  the  thirty-first  year  of  Her  Majesty’s  reign, 
and  intituled  ‘‘An  Act  providing  for  the  organization 
of  the  Department  of  the  Secretary'  of  State  of  Canada, 
and  for  the  management  of  Indian  and  Ordnance 
Lands;”  and  an  Act  passed  in  the  thirty-second  and 
thirty-third  j’cars  of  Her  .Majesty’s  reign,  intituled: 
“An  Act  for  the  gradual  enfranchisement  of  Indians; 
the  better  management  of  Indian  affairs,  and  to  ex- 
tend the  provisions  of  the  Act  thirty-first  Victoria 
chapter  forty'-two;”  and  an  Act  passed  in  the  thirty- 
sixth  year  of  Her  Majesty’s  reign,  and  intituled:  “An 
Act  to  provide  for  the  establishment  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior;”  or  any  one  or  more  of  the 
clauses  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  said  Acts  to  the 
Indians  or  an\-  of  them  or  any  tribe  of  them  or  the 
Indian  lands  or  any  portions  of  them,  or  to  be  in 
force  generally  in  the  North  West  Territories. 

13.  The  second,  third  and  seventh  sections  of  tho 
Ordinance,  Xo.  85,  of  the  Revised  (Statutes  of  British 
Columbia  are  hereby  repealed. 

14.  This  Act  shall  be  construed  as  one  Act  with  the 
Acts  thirty-first  Victoria,  chapter  forty-two,  and 
thirty -thini  V'ictoria,  chapter  six.

of  the  clauses  of  any'  one  or  more  of  the  said  -Vets,  the 
Indians  or  any  of  them,  or  any  tribe  of  them,  or  the 
Indian  Lands  or  any  portions  of  them  in  the  Province 
of  British  Columbia. 

-And  whereas  wc  deem  it  advisable  that  the  Indians 
and  every  of  them  and  the  several  tribes  of  them  in

Now  KNOW  VE  that,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  Our

Proclaim,  order,  and  declare  that  the  Indians  and 
every  of  them  and  the  several  tribes  of  them  in  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia  are,  by  this  Our  Royal 
Proclamation,  exempted  from  tho  operation  of  the 
eighth  section  of  the  Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada 
passed  in  the  Thirty-seventh  year  of  Our  Reign,  inti- 
tuled “An  Act  to  amend  certain  Laws  respecting 
“ ludians,  and  to  extend  certain  Laws  relating  to 
“ matters  connected  with  Indians  to  the  Provinces  of 
“ Manitoba  and  British  Columbia  :”  -And  we  do  here- 
by exempt  the  Indians  and  every  of  them  and  the 
several  tribes  of  them  in  the  Province  of  British 
Columbia  from  the  operation  of  the  said  eighth  sec- 
tion of  the  said  Act  accordingly. 

Of  all  which  Our  loving  subjects  and  all  others  to 
whom  these  presents  may  come,  or  whom  the  same 
may  in  anywise  concern,  are  hereby  required  to  take 
notice  and  govern  themselves  accordingly. 

In  Testi.mony  Whereof,  Wc  have  caused'  these 
Our  Letters  to  be  made  Patent,  and  the  Great 
Se.al  of  Canada  to  be  hereunto  affixed.  Wjtxess, 
Our  Right  Trusty  and  Well  Beloved  Cousin  and 
Councillor  the  Right  Honorable  Sir  Frf.derio 
Temfi.e,  Earl  of  Di  ffEuin,  A’iscount  and  Baron 
Glandeboyc  of  Clandeboye,  in  the  County  Down, 
in  the  Peerage  of  the  United  Kingdom,  Baron 
Dufferin  and  Clandeboye  of  Ballyleidy  and  Kille- 
leagh,  in  the  County  Down,  in  the  Peerage  of 
Ireland,  and  a B.aronet,  Knight  of  Our  Most 
Illustrious  Order  of  Saint  Patrick,  and  Knight 
Commander  of  Our  Most  Honorable  Order  of  the 
Bath,  Governor-General  of  Canada,  and  Vice- 
Admiral  of  the  same.

An  Act  respecting  Cruelty  tb  Animals. 

WHEREAS  it  is  expedient  that  provision  should  be 
made,  extending  to  all  Canada,  for  the  punish- 
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inont  of  Cruelty  to  Animals:  Therefore,  Her  Majesty, 
l)y  aiiil  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows: 

1.  Whosoever,  wantonly,  cruelly,  or  unnecessarily, 
beats,  hinds,  illtreats,  abuses  or  tortures  any  Horse, 
.Mare,  Gelding,  Hull,  O.x,  Cow,  Heifer,  Steer,  Calf, 
Mule,  -Vss,  Shec]),  Lamb,  Pig,  or  other  Cattle,  or  any 
I’oultry,  or  anj'  Dog,  or  Domestic  Animal  or  Bird,  or 
whosoever  driving  any  cattle  or  other  animal,  is,  by 
negligence  or  ill-usage  in  the  driving  thereof,  the 
means  whereby  any  mischief,  damage  or  injury  is 
done  by  any  such  cattle  or  other  animal,  shall  upon 
being  convicted  of  any  or  cither  of  the  said  offences 
before  any  one  Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  District, 
County  or  place  in  which  the  offence  has  been  com- 
mitted, for  every  such  offence  forfeit  and  pay  (over 
and  above  the  amount  of  the  damage  or  injury,  if  any, 
done  thcreb}',  which  damage  or  injury  shall  and  may 
be  ascertained  and  awarded  by  such  Justice,)  such  a 
sum  of  money  not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  nor  less  than 
one  dollar  with  costs,  as  to  such  Justice  seems  meet. 

2.  The  offender  shall  i:i  default'  of  payment  be 
committed  to  the  common  gaol  or  other  place  of  con- 
fiuement,  for  the  district,  county,  or  place  in  which 
the  offeuce  was  committed,  there  to  bo  imprisoned 
for  any  time  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 

3.  Nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  prevent  or 
abridge  any  remedy  by  action  against  the  offender  or 
his  employer  where  the  amount  of  the  damage  is  not 
sought  to  bo  recovered  by  virtue  of  this  Act. 

4.  When  any  ofl’ence  against  this  Act  is  committed, 
any  constable  or  other  police  officer,  or  the  owner  of 
any  such  cattle,  animal,  or  poultry,  upon  view  there- 
of, or  upon  the  information  of  any  other  person  (who 
shall  declare  Ins  or  their  name  or  names  and  place  or 
places  of  abode  to  the  said  constable  or  other  peace 
officer)  may  seize  and  secure  by  the  authority  of  this 
Act,  and  forthwith,  and  without  any  other  authority 
or  warrant,  may  convey  any  such  offender  before  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace  within  whose  jurisdiction  the 
offence  has  been  committed,  to  be  dealt  with  accord- 
ing to  law. 

5.  If  any  person  apprehended  for  having  committed 
any  offence  against  this  Act  refuses  to  discover  his 
name  and  place  of  abode  to  the  Justice  of  the  Peace 
before  whom  he  is  brought,  such  person  shall  be 
immediately  delivered  over  to  a constable  or  other 
peace  officer,  and  shall  by  him  be  conveyed  to  the 
common  gaol  or  place  of  confinement  for  the  district, 
county,  or  place  within  which  the  offence  has  been 
committed,  or  in  which  the  offender  has  been  appre- 
hended, there  to  remain  for  any  term  not  exceeding 
one  month,  or  until  he  makes  known  his  name  and 
place  of  abode  to  the  said  Justice. 

6.  The  prosecution  of  every  offence  punishable 
under  this  Act  must  be  commenced  within  three 
months  next  after  the  commission  of  the  offence,  and 
not  otherwise. 

7.  Every  offence  against  any  of  the  sections  of  this 
Act  is  a misdemeanor,  and  may  be  punished  as  such 
or  may  be  prosecuted  in  the  manner  directed  by  the 
Act  respecting  the  duties  of  J usiices  of  the  Peace  oat  of 
Sessions,  in  relation  to  summary  convictions  and  orders, 
so  far  as  no  provision  is  hereby  made  for  any  matter 
or  thing  which  may  be  required  lo  be  done  with 
respect  to  such  prosecution;  and  all  the  provisions 
contained  in  the  said  Act  shall  be  applicable  to  such 
prosecutions,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  they  were  in- 
corporated in  this  Act. 

8.  All  pecuniary  penalties  recovered  before  any 
Justice  of  the  Peace  under  this  Act,  shall  be  divided, 
paid  and  distributed  in  the  following  manner,  that  is 
to  say:  one  moiety  thereof  to  the  Corporation  of  the 
city,  town,  village,  township,  parish  or  place  in  which 
the  offence  was  committed,  and  the  other  moiety, 
with  full  costs,  to  the  person  who  informed  and  pro- 
secuted for  the  same,  or  to  such  other  person  as  to 
such  Justice  seems  proper. 

9.  Every  sum  of  money  ascertained,  and  awarded, 
adjudged,  by  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  under  this  Act 
to  bo  paid  as  the  amount  of  any  damage  or  injury 
occasioned  by  the  commission  of  any  of  the  offences 
hereinbefore  mentioned,  shall  be  paid  to  the  person 
who  has  sustained  such  damage  or  injury. 

10.  Where  the  word  “cattle”  is  used  in  this  Act 
it  shall  have  the  meaning  assigned  to  it  in  the  Act 
respecting  larceny  and  other  similar  offences. 

11.  This  Act  shall  commence  and  take  effect  upon, 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  seventy.

Sill, — I have  the  honor  to  transmit  a copy  of  an 
-let,  37  and  38  Victoria,  cap  27,  which  has  passed 
this  Session,  intituled  “An  Act  to  regulate  iho 
“sentences  imposed  by  Colonial  Courts  where  juris- 
“ diction  to  try  is  conferred  by  Imperial  Acts.” 

2.  -Is  your  are  aware  jurisdiction  is  given  by 
certain  Imperial  -lets,  as,  for  instance,  9 George  4, 
cap.  83,  section  4,  and  12  and  13  Victoria,  cap.  98, 
to  Colonial  Courts  to  try  offences  committed  beyond 
the  jurisdiction  of  those  Courts,  and  the  persons  con- 
victed are  made  liable  to  suffer  such  punishment  as 
by  any  law  or  laws  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  passing 
of  such  Acts,  they  would  have  been  liable  to  if  the 
offence  had  been  committed  and  tried  in  England. 

3.  Difficulties  have  recently  arisen,  both  in  Victoria, 
and  Malta,  in  deciding  what  sentences  could  be 
passed  upon  persons  tried  and  convicted  in  the 
Colonial  Courts  for  offences  committed  out  of  the 
Colonies,  but  made  triable  within  them  by  Imperial 
-let;  and  the  Act  now  transmitted  has  been  passed 
with  a view  to  prevent  any  such  questions  arising  for 
the  future. 

4.  The  Act  provides  that  such  punishment  may  be 
inflicted  in  such  cases  as  might  have  been  inflicted  if 
the  offences  had  been  committed  within  the  Colony. 

5.  The  Act  also  includes  cases,  if  any,  where 
offences,  if.  committed  within  the  local  jurisdiction  of 
a Colonial  Court,  are  by  Imperial  Act  made  punish- 
able according  to  the  Law  of  England. 

C.  Moreover,  special  provision  is  made  at’ the  end 
of  the  third  section  to  meet  the  case  of  an  offence  net 
punishable  by  the  Law  of  the  Colony  in  which  the 
trial  takes  place;  and  the  Colonial  Court  is  in  such 
case  empowered  to  impose  such  punishment  (other 
than  capital  punishment)  as  shall  seem  to  the  Court 
most  nearly  to  correspond  to  the  punishment  to 
which  such  person  would  have  been  liable  in  case 
such  crime  or  offence  had  been  tried  in  England. 

7.  These  cases  will,  probably,  be  of  rare  occurence; 
but  it  was  thought  desirable  to  embrace  all  possible 
cases,  and  to  make  the  legislation  upon  the  subject 
final  and  complete. 

8.  The  usual  steps  should  be  taken  to  make  the 
provisions  of  this  Act  known  in  the  Colony  under 
your  Government.

CHAPTER  27. 

An  Act  to  regulate  the  Sentences  imposed 
by  Colonial  Courts  where  jurisdiction  to 
try  is  conferred  by  Imperial  Acts. 

[30^/i  June,  1874.J 

WHEREAS  by  certain  Acts  of  Parliament  juris- 
diction is  conferred  on  courts  in  Her  Majesty’s 
Colonies  to  try  persons  charged  with  certain  crimes 
or  offences,  and  doubts  have  arisen  as  to  the  proper 
sentences  to  be  imposed  upon  conviction  of  such 
persons  ; and  it  is  expedient  to  remove  such  doubts  : 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen’s  most  Excellent  Majesty, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Lords 
Spiritual  and  Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present 
Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
same,  as  follows ; 

Short  Title. 

1.  This  Act  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  The 
Courts  (Colonial)  Jurisdiction  Act,  1874. 

Definition  of  term  “ Colony.” 

2.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Act, — 

The  term  “Colony”  shall  not  include  any  places 
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witliiii  the  t'nitcj  Kingdom,  the  Isle  of  Man,  or 
the  Uhiumel  Islands,  hnl  shall  inelnde  such  ier- 
ritories  as  may  for  ilie  time  licing  he  vested  in 
Her  iMajestj'  h_v  virtue  of  an  Art  of  Parliament 
for  the  tioverninent  of  India,  and  any  plantation, 
territory,  or  seltlenient  situate  elsewhere  witliin 
Her  Majesty's  dominions,  and  subject  to  the 
same  local  government ; and  for  the  i)ur|)oses  of 
this  Act,  all  plantations,  territories,  and  settle- 
ments under  a central  legislature  shall  he.  deemed 
to  be  one  Colony  under  the  same  local  govern- 
ment.

3-  "When,  by  virtue  of  any  Act  of  Parliament  now 
or  hereafter  to  be  passed,  a pciisou  is  tried  in  a Court 
of  au3'  Colony  for  any  crime  or  offence  committed 
upon  the  high  seas  or  elsewhere  out  of  the  territorial 
limits  of  such  Colony  and  of  the  local  jurisdiction  of 
such  Court,  or  if  committed  within  such  local  juris- 
diction made  punishable  by  that  Act,  such  jicrson 
shall,  upon  conviction,  be  liable  to  such  punishment 
as  might  have  been  inflicted  upon  him  if  the  crime  or 
offence  had  been  committed  within  the  limits  of  such 
Colony  and  of  the  local  jurisdiction  of  the  Court,  and 
to  no  other,  anything  in  anj-  Act  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstaniling  : Provided  always,  that  if  the  crime  or 
offence  is  a crime  or  offence  not  punishable  by  the 
law  of  the  Colony  in  which  the  trial  takes  place,  the 
person  shall,  on  conviction,  be  liable  to  such  puish- 
ment  (other  than  capital  punishment)  as  shall  seem 
to  the  Court  most  nearly  to  correspond  to  the'punish- 
ment  to  which  such  persou  would  have  been  liable  in 
case  such  crime  or  offence  had  been  tried  in  England.
